Claim 1 

The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. Document 1 discloses a multifilament for simulated animal hair pile, and as can be seen from the 
disclosures in documents 2 and 3 mohair-like pile is merely an embodiment of simulated animal hair pile. Moreover, 
things like the fineness conditions are considered to be a mere matter of design variation, as can be seen from the 
disclosures in documents 2 and 3. Furthermore, document 1 [page 2] discloses the idea of weaving or tufting with 
multifilament yarn or the like as the pile yarn and then carrying out appropriate processing after this in order to 
produce a simulated animal hair fabric. 

Claim 2 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. Document 3 discloses the fact that the multifilament comprises fibers having a flat cross-section. 

Claim 3 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. Docjgggats 2 and 3 disclose the applicatigRK)f an oil. 

Claim 4 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents I, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. The presence/absence of twists is considered to be a mere matter of design variation. 

Claim 5 

The subject matter of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. Document 1 discloses an example relating to acrylic synthetic fibers. 

Claims 6, 7, 8 

The subject matter of claims 6, 7 and 8 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 
and 3 cited in the ISR. It is common to form a pile by knitting, and the pile length is considered to be a mere matter 
of design variation. Moreover, it is common to make pile products using a pile fabric. 

Claim 9 

The subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR. Document 1 discloses a multifilament for simulated animal hair pile, and as can be seen from the 
disclosures in documents 2 and 3 mohair-like pile is merely an embodiment of simulated animal hair pile. Moreover, 
the method in which a pile fabric is manufactured by knitting is commonly used.

The subject matter of claim 15 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 3 cited 
in the ISR.
